What  Employers  Look  For 


College  students  are  faced  with 
an  ominous  task  every  spring  of 
seeking  summer  jobs  that  will

For  some, 
graduation  is 
approaching  and 
a future  career 
is  pending.  The 
placement 
bureau  is  at  its 
season’s  peak 
where  eager 
students  meet  WILLARDSON 
potential  employers. 

This  is  judgment  day  for  the 
student.  All  he  has  learned 
throughout  his  education  is  put 
on  the  spot  for  a half  hour  while 
he  impresses  or  depresses  the 
company  representative. 

It’s  a wild  face  off.  Following 
the  interview  the  student  leaves 
without  knowledge  of  his  fate. 
With  patience,  he  waits  for  the 
day  when  a letter  arrives  with  the 
verdict. 

Most  students  make 
assumptions  about  what  business 
is  looking  for  in  a graduating 
senior— and  try  their  best  to  get  an 
education  that  will  satisfy  the 
company  to  the  extent  that  it  will 
hire  the  student. 

FORD  ROUNDTABLE 

Yesterday  Ford  Motor 
Company  came  to  BYU  to 
conduct  a roundtable  discussion 
in  an  attempt  to  examine  the 
mutual  objectives  that  exist 


between  industry  and  education. 

For  once,  the  student  got  a 
chance  to  see  how  a company’s 
senior  management  viewed  the 
college  graduate  and  learn  what  a 
company  is  looking  for  in  future 
employees. 

Ford  is  just  one  of  many 
companies  that  recruit  college 
graduates,  but  their  ideas  are 
representative  of  what  any  future 
employer  may  be  looking  for. 

What  does  a company  look  for 
when  it  is  recruiting? 

“You’ve  got  to  be  productive 
from  the  time  you  come  aboard,” 
stated  Ross  Hanson,  marketing 
institutes  manager  of  Ford. 
Hanson  referred  to  two  specific 
areas  of  employment— those  being 
technical  and  non-technical. 

POSITIVE  ATTITUDE 

In  the  technical  areas,  a specific 
academic  program  is  sought  after. 
But  in  the  non-technical  fields, 
such  as  sales,  production 
management,  accounting  and 
finance,  Hanson  said,  “We’re 
concerned  with  how  well  a 
student  did  in  his  field  of  study.” 
He  mentioned  the  record  of 
achievement  and  a level  of 
maturity  as  being  important 
factors. 

The  most  important  thing, 
though,  was  a positive  attitude. 

C.  Hoyt  Anderson,  director  of 
personnel  recruiting  and  research, 
mentioned  that  Ford’s  aim  was  in 
the  “education  of  the  whole 
man.” 

A company  as  big  as  Ford  could 
easily  sponsor  its  own  university 


and  train  its  employers  from  a 
freshman  standing  to  the  time  he 
graduates.  The  trend  is  to  bring  in 
a heterogeneous  group  from 
different  backgrounds,  however, 
where  different  ideas  and 
concepts  will  be  made  available. 

There  is  no  “one”  curriculum  or 
“one”  university  that  surpasses 
the  others  for  recruiting  purposes. 
Ford’s  record  accounts  for  this. 
Last  year  some  1750  college 
graduates  were  recruited  from 
over  200  colleges  across  the 
United  States.  BYU  was 
represented  well  in  that  figure. 

BEST  STUDENTS 

According  to  Richard 
Rosensteel,  manager  of  college 
relations  with  Ford,  a recent 
survey  of  the  characteristics  of  the 
college  graduate  most  sought 
after— based  on  a rate  of  salaried 
progress,  shows  that  Ford’s  best 
employees  came  from  the  best 
schools  and  were  the  best 
students.  “Participation  in  school 
activities  and  leadership 
responsibilities  is  another  big 
factor,”  stated  Rosensteel. 

It  was  a good  gesture  of  Ford’s 
senior  management  to  come  to 
BYU  and  discuss  the  role  of 
industry  and  its  relationship  to 
education. 

Ford  looks  at  the  university  as 
representing  the  thought 
leadership  of  today,  and  it  wants 
'to  be  tuned-in  to  the  values  of 
society. 

That  sounds  like  a company 
with  a good  idea.

President  Eisenhower  stated  that 
if  the  elections  were  held 
according  to  the  Geneva 
agreement  the  communists  would 
have  won  by  a wide  margin. 

Although  the  “Domino 
Theory”  has  been  discredited  by 
many,  one  panel  member 
commented  that  it  exerted  a 
strong  influence  on  the  Vietnam 
policy  of  both  the  Kennedy  and 
Johnson  administrations  and  that 
it  is  still  regarded  as  valid  by  some 
policy  makers. 

In  response  to  the  question  of 
whether  the  U.S.  Forces  have 
encountered  resistance  from  the 
Vietnamese  villagers,  one  panel 
member  stated  that  many  of  them 
“bend  with  the  prevailing  political 
winds  in  order  to  keep  their 
villages  from  being  destroyed. 
Political  loyalty  is  a new  idea  in 
Vietnam.” 

In  concluding  the  program  it 
was  emphasized,  “At  this  stage  of 
the  game  we  should  be  looking  for 
questions  rather  than  answers 
because  of  the  complexity  of  the 
problem.” 

Sylvester 
Speaks 
Sunday 

The  holder  of  the  world’s 
record  discus  throw  will  speak  in  a 
nightside  this  Sunday  in  the  de 
Jong  Concert  Hall  Harris  Fine 
Arts  Center  at  9 p.m.,  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  junior  class. 

L.  J.  Sylvester,  currently  an 
adviser  to  the  BYU  track  team, 
broke  the  discus  record  last  May 
with  his  throw  of  218’  4”.  He 
placed  fifth  in  the  Mexico 
Olympics  last  year. 

While  looking  forward  to  the 
1972  Olympics,  Sylvester  is 
teaching  at  the  Y.  Sylvester  will 
speak  on  his  experiences  in  the 
Olympics  and  athletics. 

A native  of  Tremonton,  Utah, 
he  graduated  in  1955  from  Bear 
River  High  School  where  he  was  a 
track  and  field  All-American  with 
state  records  in  shot  put  and 
discus.  He  was  also  All-State  in 
football,  and  won  the  state 
wrestling  championship. 

Sylvester  received  his  B.S.  and 
M.S.  at  Utah  State  University. 
During  his  2 Vi  years  in  the  army, 
he  set  two  world’s  discus  records 
in  1961. 

In  1964,  he  placed  fourth  in  the 
Olympics.  Following  the 
development  of  better  discus 
techniques  in  1967,  Sylvester  set 
his  current  world  discus  record  in 
May  1968.  On  Sept.  18,  1968,  he 
set  an  unofficial  new  mark  with  a 
throw  of  224’  5”.

Is  there  in  reality  only  one 
Vietnam?  Was  U.S.  involvement  in 
Vietnam  a mistake?  Why  were 
free  elections  not  held  in 
accordance  with  the  Geneva 
agreement  of  1954? 

These  and  other  questions  were 
considered  in  a Vietnam  Task 
Force  program  presented  by  the 
International  Relations  Program 
Wednesday  evening. 

The  program  consisted  of  an 
analysis  of  the  various  aspects  of 
the  present  crisis  in  Vietnam. 
Such  topics  as  the  history  of 
Vietnam,  the  culture  of  both  the 
North  and  the  South,  and  the 
United  States’  policy  toward  that 
country  were  reviewed.  A 
question  and  answer  period 
followed  the  multi-media 
presentation. 

In  response  to  a question,  one 
panel  member  pointed  out  that, 
“Politically  it  is  a reality  that 
there  are  two  Vietnams,” 
regardless  of  the  original  intent  of 
the  drafters  of  the  Geneve 
agreement. 

It  was  also  pointed  out  that  the 
United  States  was  not  a signer  of 
the  Geneva  agreement.  Former

Survival  Course  Generates  Awareness

Education  of  the  whole  man. 

Nowhere  is  this  BYU  motto 
more  fully  developed  than  in  the 
program  “Youth  Rehabilitation 
through  Outdoor  Survival.”  Begun 
a year  and  a half  ago  on  the  basis 
of  theories  submitted  by  Larry 
Dean  Olsen,  current  director,  this 
revolutionary  concept 
concentrates  on  developing  the 
ultimate  education:  knowing 
oneself. 

Worth  five  hours  of  credit  in 
Youth  Leadership  480,  the 
six-week  training  in  outdoor 
survival  provides  an  opportunity 
for  collegians  in  all  fields  to  boost 
endurance  and  to  cultivate 
emotional,  ethical  and  spiritual 
growth  through  living  in  the 
wilderness.  The  stress  is  on  the 
individual-in  the  group 
environment. 


Instructor  Francie  Hinckley 
declares,  “No  word  is  ‘can’t’;  only 
‘won’t’,  as  far  as  what  a person 
will  do.”  Assistant  director  Zeke 
Sanchez  comments,  “Usually 
every  person  who  goes  has  one 
problem  or  another— under  stress, 
true  character  comes  out.” 

These  facts  come  to  light  during 
four  weeks  of  extended 
expedition  set  in  the  Escalante 
Wilderness  of  southern  Utah. 
There,  the  rudiments  of  survival 
are  learned  on  a first-hand  basis: 
how  to  obtain  food,  build  a 
shelter— in  general,  how  to  live  off 
of  the  land.  This  learning  session 
culminates  in  a three-day  solo,  in 
which  each  expedition  member  is 
left  completely  alone  for  three 
days.  Of  this  experiment  in  living 
Miss  Hinckley  says,  “One  learns 
he’s  not  just  responsible  for 
himself,  but  for  all.  Each  realizes 
he  must  help  his  fellows  to  survive 
himself.  Then  this  group  concern 


turns  into  genuine  compassion, 
not  just  egotistic  survival.”  An 
initial  week  of  mental  preparation 
and  a final  seven  days  of 
evaluation  and  documentation 
complete  the  cycle. 

Youth  rehabilitation  as  an  idea 
is  not  new;  BYU’s  implementation 
of  it  is  novel,  however,  since  the 
emphasis  is  upon  spiritual 
awakening,  gleaned  from  the 
respect  for  nature  which 
endurance  brings.  In  Sanchez’ 
words:  “We’re  concerned  with  the 
spiritual.  From  this  comes  the 
physical  endurance  because  each 
knows  he  can  meet  the 
challenge.” 

Classes  are  not  exclusively 
comprised  of  those  on  academic 
probation,  as  in  the  case  of  a pair 


Employee  Suggestions  Win 
Over  $14.2  Million  in  Awards 


A record  total  of  $14,277,612  was  awarded  to  General  Motors 
employees  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  for  suggestions 
during  1968. 

“This  exceeds  the  $13.6  million  paid  out  for  award-winning 
suggestions  in  1967,  the  Silver  Anniversary  year  of  the  plan,” 
Louis  G.  Seaton,  vice  president  in  charge  of  the  General  Motors 
personnel  staff,  announced. 

There  were  246,813  award-winning  suggestions  in  1968, 
and  one  hundred  recipients  attained  the  maximum.  Eighty- 
three  received  $6,000  each  while  13  received  $10,000  after 
October,  when  the  award  maximum  was  increased. 

Other  highlights  of  the  suggestion  year — more  than  61  per 
cent  of  the  eligible  employees  submitted  at  least  one  sugges- 
tion, and  one  out  of  four  was  a winner.  More  than  1,600 
awards  were  in  excess  of  $1,000. 

Since  the  Suggestion  Plan  was  introduced  in  1942,  more 
than  $100  million  has  been  paid  out  in  awards  to  employees  for 
more  than  2.3  million  suggestions  adopted  by  the  corporation.
